Mr 
Bennett finds the whole justifica 
tion for continuance of his poltcy 
in these new enterprises. 

Mr Bennett the inference is ap 
parntly inescapable, sees no con- 
nection between the exclusion of 
foreign goods and the strain 
which he is so glad our financial 
institutions have been able to sus 
tain without collapsing. At thea 
very time, however, that he waa 
preparing his New Year address 
to the country, Mr Bennett must 
have been having conferences re 
garding conditions ia the Prairie 
Provinces which in large degree 
are owing to the impediments 
which have been obstructing the 
copious outflow of prairie wheat, 
and which have lowered the prices 
of wheat to the growers.
